Manufacture  of  Carmine. 


This  is  one  of  Nature's  most  gorgeous  pro¬ 
ducts  in  the  way  of  color.  That  lovely,  rich 
shade  of  red  is  solely  produced  from  a  de¬ 
coction  of  the  cochineal  bug.  Wherever  the 
cactus  is  indigenous,  there  this  little  insect  is 
to  be  found  in  myriads,  feeding  on  the  plant 
and.inbuing  its  own  blood  with  the  glorious 
red  of  the  flower.  Only  the  females  are  used 
for  making  carmine  ;  but  aa  there  are  300 
females  to  one  male,  there  is  not  much  diffi¬ 
culty  in  picking  out  that  solitary  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  ruling  sex.  Womap’s  rights 
have  full  sway  in  this  particular  branch  of 
the  insect  kingdom.  The  excellence  and 
purity  of  this  color  and  vermilions—  in  fact, 
of  all  colors — depend  ou  careful  and  thorough 
washing  iu  water.— Some  vermilions  are 
washed  as  often  as  sixteen  times  before  the 
pigment  is  sent  to  the  drying  rooms.  Iii  the 
manufacture  of  some  of  the  finer  colors, 
too,  milk,  eggs,  or  cheese  are  used  with  the 
the  chemicals  as  purifiers. 

The  most  surprising  things,  says  a  corres¬ 
pondent  of  the  New  York  Times,  describing 
the  Plymouth  Color  Works,  at  Bergen  Point, 
N.  J.,  is  to  see  the  water  that  is  drawn  off 
from  the  huge  tanks  of  color  after  it  has 
been  well  stirred  aud  washed.  The  tank 
being  lined  w  ith  fine  muslin,  not  a  particle 
of  color  escapes,  and  the  water  is  pure  an.l 
clear  as  drinking  water.  Lakes  of  different 

shades  are  made  from  carmine  combined 
with  a  chemical  body,  which  cheapens  tbe 
color  and  makes  it  of  any  desired  hue.

Fern-P*c*ing 

The  girls  should  not  forget  that  tins  i* 
the  time  to  gather  and  press  green  ferns. 
They  are  so  pretty  and  refreshing  to  have 
in  the  house  in  cold  weather,  so  easily  ob¬ 
tained,  and  so  little  trouble  to  prepare,  that 
it  is  a  pity  any  one  should  be  without  a 
few  bunches  when  tbe  flower  aeaaon  has 
passed.  There  are  Ynany  mode*  of  preserv¬ 
ing  them  ;  hat  the  one  that  seeana  moot 
successful  is  to  pick  the  ferns  when  they  ore 
young  and  tender  lay  them  between  news¬ 
papers,  or  in  Urge,  flat  books,  and  place 
them  under  very  heavy  weight*,  until  the 
sap  has  entirely  dried.  Penons  who  gather 
them  in  August  often  leave  them  in  preoa 
rill  Thanksgiving  or  Christmas ;  asserting 
that  this  long  subjection  to  the  weights 
keeps  tbe  color  better  than  any  other  method. 
The  safest  way  to  secure  perfect  ferns  is  for 
take  a  book  to  tbe  woods  and  lay  each  one 
between  the  leaves  as  soon  aa  broken  from 
the  stem.  Even  in  a  few  minutes,  forns 
will  curl  at* their  tips,  and  after  an  hoar  or 
two,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  lay  them  flat. 
This  process  is  very  good  ter  bright  leave*, 
and  makes  them  look  1ms  artificial 
when  they  are  varnisued.  Bunches  of  Au¬ 
tumn  leaves  are  very  beautiful  evening  de¬ 
corations.  if  a  lighted  candle  be  set  behtnp 
them.
